nation marched out to an uncertain 
future.

The strike also brought layoff of 
more than 20,000 workers at Briggs 
Manufacturing Co. plants in De- 
troit and Evansvllle. Ind. Briggs 
makes bodies for Chrysler Corp. 
Lengthy Strike Will Idle 11 MM 


A lengthy strike will put almost all 
Chrysler's 110,000 employes, union 
and non-union, out of work. An es- 
timated 100,000 workers in supplier 
plants and auto dealerships un- 
doubtedly will be affected soon. 


Impact at the walkout on the na- 
tion's economy was reflected in a 
decline of the stock market, partly 
attributed to the Chrysler situation.

Here Is the core of the dispute: 
Chrysler is willing to grant a pen- 
sion plan allowing workers to retire 
at 65, aft« 24 years service, on $100 
a month, including social security 
benefits. It also would finance an 
Improved health and welfare pro- 
gram. 


The company insists, however, that 
It retain eomplete control of the 
pension setup, making payments as 
they fall due. It also wants the 
present contract extended for five 
years, reopenable annually only on 
wages.

New York, Jan. 25—{AV-The rift 
between Judith Coplon and her ac- 
cused co-spy, Valentin A. Gubitchev, 
spread today to their defense law- 
yers. 


Abraham Lb Pomerants, counsel 
for the Russian Gubitchev, vigorous- 
ly protested against the kind of ad- 
dress which Archibald Palmer. Miss 
Coplon's attorney, plans to make to 
the Jury tomorrow. 


"This Is not the first instance 
¡>f differences between Mr. Palmer 
*nd myself," Pomerants told Federal 
Judge Sylvester J. Ryan. "The fact 
Is. we dont see eye to eye on a num- 
ber of questions." 


Palmer had asked and got per- 
mission to tell the Jury about the 
Washington trial in which Miss Cop- 
lon was convicted of stealing secret 
government papers for the Russians. 


He said It would be "straitjacket- 
Ing" him if he oouldnt refer to that 
trial and to the government's ad- 
mitted tapping of the defendants' 
telephone wires. 


Pomerants contended that Gubit- 
chev's case would be "very seriously 
prejudiced" by any reference to the 
Washington trial.

Washington, Jan. 25—UP\—A pro- 
posed constitutional "amendment de- 
signed to guarantee women "equally 
of rights" with men cleared the 
senate today by a 63 to 19 vote. 


Backers of the amendment con- 
tend it is necessary to remove "dis- 
crimination" such as state laws 
which still bar many women from 
jury service, laws giving husbands 
control of their wives' property and 
barring women from certain means 
of livelihood. 


Before the amendment can be- 
come a part of the nation's basic 
law, however, it must gain the ap- 
proval of the House of representa- 
tives by a two-thirds majority, and 
be ratified by the legislatures of 
three-fourths of the states within 
seven years.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 
Children With 
Chickenpox Must 
Be Kept Isolated 


By Edwht P. Jordan, M.D.

Chickenpox does not often kill or 
produce serious complications. Nev- 
ertheless, it is not a disease to 
Ignore entirely. 
In delicate chil- 
dren, particularly those who are 
tuberculous, chickenpox can be rath- 
er severe and cause some complica- 
tions. In rare cases, Inflammation 
of the kidneys may develop. 


The disease is likely to come in 
epidemics and is most common be- 
tween the ages of 2 and 6. Grown- 
ups rarely come down with chicken- 
pox because so many have had it in 
childhood and hare become perman- 
ently resistant. 


The average time between ex- 
posure and the appearance of the 
first symptoms if from 10 to 15 days. 
The first sign of the disease is likely 
to be lever, sometimes accompanied 
by a slight chilly feeling. The typical 
blisters may not be present at first 
but the skin may appear somewhat 
reacienod. 


The typical blisters on the skin 
usually begin to appear within 24 
hours of the first stfhptom. At first 
they are most common on the back 
or chest, but may begin on the 
forehead or face. They generally 
start as raised reddish lumps. After 
about two days the contents of the' 
blisters become pus-like and cloudy 
instead of clear as it is at first. 


There may be a good deal of un- 
comfortable itching, especially in 
adults. In a few days the blisters 
become covered with a dark brown- 
ish crust which falls off and, as a 
rule, does not leave scarring. Fresh |

Senators Request 
Account For Farm 
Support Billions 


Washington, Jan. 55—(JP)—A Sen- 
ate search for possible "irregulari- 
ties" in the farm price support pro- 
gram today blocked quick action 
on the administration's plea for an- 
other $2,000,000,000 in crop support 
authority. 


The Senate agriculture committee 
ordered that auditors of the depart- 
ment of agriculture and the comp- 
troller general appear as soon as 
possible to account for the multi- 
billion dollar support activities over 
the last four years. 


Senator Anderson iD-NMt, who 
was secretary during half that per- 
iod, joined in the republican-inspired 
demand for an injuiry. 


Anderson told the committee that 
reports required by law on CCC 
operations since 1946 were "long 
since overdue." He criticized some 
recent potato and wheat support ac- 
tivities. 


The decision was made by voice 
vote. It upset a hurry-up schedule 
of legislation fixed by administra- 
tion leaders, because it requires a 
financial accounting of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation, the price 
support agency, before new funds are 
granted. 


Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
yesterday told the committee that 
three-fourths of CCC's authority to 
make support loans and purchases 
has been pledged. Another $2,000,- 
000,000, he said, is needed to make 
good on the government's promises 
to farmers of supports on this year's 
crops.
